1 have, or may |iiis.c>» i xi epl in rela- 
tion to Ihe l,'lli;;doiii nf Cliri.-I. if 
nnylhin;,' will ailvame Hie iiileiols 
iifihal kiii;iilniii. il -hall Ic i;ncii 
awiiy or kepi, only as hy j;iviii;r oi- 
keeping il, 1 shall most promote the 
glory of him lo wlioiu I owe all my 
hopes |',ii' timi! mill eleriiily. M;iy 
;!l'ai'r and "I length sullieieiil In i iia- 
lile llie lo adhere lo tlie rueoliitiuii be 
imparled 10 ine, lliut in truth, (notiu 
mime only) nil iny interests may be 
idi'iililicd with tliis cause. 

■How well this great explorer and 
Iravcller.

go In Hie from. .\nd as a ri -iill I'nr 
ai liii!; the part of a deserler, the 
cliiri.iiis crown Wldcb ho Will UOW 

he periniitcd to wear through eter- 
1 iiiiy, sliided Willi its many brilliant 
\ ;;i'i"iis, each i-cprescnling an immortal 
Mini that he was iiislriinieiilul in 
I'cscning from an cleriial ilciiili, 
would have hccii hare, even had lie 
liceii peniiiltcd I o roach tiiat blessed 
liaiiilalion ul hist. 

Oil! tlio ec^laiv of the Ihoiiijht 
lliat it is within my power lo so live, 
act and lalU wliili' here with >iiii. 
thai in Hic ciidli -- a;;cs of cleriiily, 
as 1 pass I'l niii w iirlil lo world, from 
sphere lo sphere, 1 may hero and 
iheremeet with aiiioliicror father 
who may say : "Do you see that son 
of mine, or lliat dhuglitcr of mino, 
do Mill see that iniinortal joy siir- 
rniimliiii; Hii'iii ; why ynii are Hie in- 
strnniciil that was used hy (iod for 
their salvation, you are the cause of 
llicir being eleri'ially saved, you are 
Ihe one who caused them lo stop, to 
cease Iruveliii;; the downward road 
lo deslriiclioii, iliiriiiir the lime yon 
preached in thai lower world." Oh' 
if tears could he shed, will not llic 
tears of joy How freely ? will not my 
heart lie full to overllowing? Will 
not my happiiicsg bo increased an 
hundred fold, when I remember that, 
like Hie great apostio. I camo to you

hack to life Ihe widow Dorcas, who 
had dieil. Now lor me lo leave, 
when my fame as a preacher and 
worker uf miracles is being spread 
over this place, it would iiidced he a 
"leal injury il iint a calaiiiily In Hie 
cluirch," 

All, no, he oll'eied no such pleas or 
excii^cH us these for time In which to 
consider Ihe mailer. Xor did ho 
hesitate on account of his stuiiied 
eharaeler. lie might have said, 
(which however he did mil) "I w ill 
wail lielnre I en fniHi as an ;'iins||e 
to Ihe (icntiles, und, hy an e\ciii|ila- 
ry and holy life, strive lo regain iiiy 
rcpntatlon, at least in the eyes of my 
brethren, since they were witnesses 
of my sinfulness. " 

l''nr dear friends, I suppose Ihe 
lhniie|,| 1,1' Ills ili'iiial ami uliaiidoii- 
nienl of the crucilied I.ni d never was 
out of his mind for an hour. 

Thiis many, very many, are held 
hack from usefulness by fear leal 
men should taunt them with their 
fnriiier character. Jlany who uie 
real clirislians al lieail, "who have 
I'uilly been born again," whose 
names are writlcn In the Lamb's 
book of "life never ending," above, 
(ifleii hesiliilc lohuve their iiuincs 
w rilleii in Ihe I'hni'ch honk hclmv, 
yes liesilulc In cast in llieir lut w iHi 
Cod's people. 

They say ulu ii iippronched on this 
siihjecl, "Oh, yes, 1 know it is my 
duty lo he associated with the I/ird's 
people, il is far prcfcrahle m Hii- 
alieiiali'd iiinde of liviii;;, w here ynii 
feel lliere is no one lo throw around 
you llicir kind sympathy, nor mani- 
fest their chrisliaii and hrullicrly re- 
gard fur Miiir welfare." 

"Ilc-iili's I know It Is comnianded 
hy onr I. mil Himself 10 thus become 
one <i| Hie iiiciiihers of llut Bwly, of 
which He is Ihu head," 

"lint yet, notwillislanding all this, 
I don't feel that I nin o lit snbjeel, 1 
have ucled in a way niilicconiiiig a 
professor of religion, and people will 
call me a liypoi'i ile and false pro- 
le>-ni'. for Ihcy know well eiioligh 
the life 1 have led and urn leading." 

My dear friend, whoever you arc 
that Is acting thus, do you know yon 
are but conlinnlng such an opinion 
thus formed hy Hie world, hy ai ling 
ns joiido':' Come out loldly. omc 
Inr all. nil I he l.ni d's kiilc and prnve 
thai ulllioiigli yon have done wrong 
and are doing wrong, yet by llie 
grace of God, you are lictermlncd, 
wiHi his nsslslaiice and Ihe prn\ers 
nf His people, lo lead a iliHerenl life 
fi'om this lime forward. No dniihl.

Why if Telcr had wailed until lie be- 
came a perfect man hel'ore he should 
again ulteinpt to follow the Master 
whom he publicly disowned with 
curses, he never woulil liaveagiiiii al- 
leiniiled to pi-cacli. Then think of 
llic dreadful consequences had he 
thus failed lo do ills duty. That ser- 
mnii on the day of I'eiilecost would 
lint have heeii delivered, und still | 
ninre fearful In think nf Ihnse Wf.**) 
prccinus iiiiivei-al -niil> iniiverli'd 
under lliul sermon iiiiglil, and in ull 
probaliility would have been lost, 
and ho would have had to appear in 
judgment with their blood resting 
upon liiin. How dieudfiil the tliuiiglil. 

Tims will the greni .Iiidge hold iis 
10 an account for the ;;iind wc iiii;.'!il 
have done as well as the wrong we 
do while in this life. If a brother 
in Christ has deserted a hundred 
times that is no reason wliy he should 
desist from fighting now. 

Again Hie Apostle did not hcsilatc 
lo ;;n In ('ac?ari'a nii account of his 
iiiuxperieiice. Il was the first time 
of his going as a missionary to the 
Gentiles, but ho was courageous. lie 
knew (iod would assist him in pre- 
paring a sermon suited to tiio occa- 
sion as Well as to Ihe |ieople. 

The young iiiiiii>ler may, and ofleii 
does ask with anxious eunccrii,as he 
looks loi'wurd to rears of hard and 
w asting labor, and considers his own 
inexperience, "wlicro arc all my ser- 
mons to come from "How shall 1 
manacle to compose the hundreds of 
scniiniis Hial will he rcipiired, so thai 
tliey may he inleresling, iiislrnctivc, 
and above all, the means of convinc- 
ing and converting sinners ?" "How 
will il he piissihle for llio to so treat 
a Iheiiie that is so old and I'ainiliur, 
(us. and sad In say, dislaslcfiil to 
iiKiiiy nf my hearers.) so Hull I shall 
hold llieir attenlluii, intci-cst them, 
Instruct them, and persuade them to 
receive and accept the same." 

Then to ihiiik, this is not to bo the 
case only once in a great wliilc, but 
Sahhalh alter Sahhalh, month after 
iiioiiHi and year after year, for years 
it may lie, i. c., if long life is gruiilcd 
me. When dear fails I allow myself 
to look at this matter In such a light,

Finally iu Hie words 
of Ihe Apnsllc as recoidcd in the text. 
"1 usk iherel'oro fur what intent yo 
liuvo sent for mo?" Like the phy- 
sician when called to see the sick, 
wliu wasts no time in idle formali- 
ties but goes straight lo the bedside 
of the patient, so it is the duty of tlic 
minister lo know just why bIs people 
have sent for liiiii. 

If the sick one sends for the phy- 
sician that be may simply spcuk 
cheering words, be should lie so iii- 
I'ornied before ho goes to tiio trouble 
and wustc of compoundIng,Bpportlou- 
ingor prescribing costly and valuable 
iiiudicincs. 

Su if a minister is sent for simply to 
an agreeable coinpanion or asso- 
ciate, beslionid he so iiirurined,6utiial 
he may nol lax his mind and strciigtii 
in preparing for tlie pulpit ami 
prayei'-inecliiig. Again when Hie 
pliysiciaii is sent for, il is necessary 
ihiit the patient, or patients remain 
I at home, (not run off to some Other 



doctor,) that he may see and pi cscrihc 
for them. So when a people send Inr 
a minister, who is tu he their own 
preaclier, <t is necessary that lliey 
should heal their home, (llic ehnrcli,) 
at every visil in order lliat be may 
.SCO and prescribe for their spiritnul 
nuccssilics. In a word, as the pliy- 
siciaii who is called to treat the hn. lies 
of his patients, must have tlieiii 
preseni, so il is jnst as necessary for 
that minister who is called lo miiiis- 
ler to llie snul's iiecessilies lo have 
Hiuse sniils pri'sciii in uriler that lliey 
may he tieatcil. And reiiieinber, 
since the soul is united to the body, 
unless the boiiy is present the soul 
cannot be. 

Now having oome "I usk for what 
inteiil ye have sent for me '/ ' Is it 
In 111- a faiill-linder, a cuiiscr, or to 
iiice.s.suiilly I'ulluw around in your 
foolateps to take note of every one of 
your faults and then blaze them to 
the world'/ Nol for as has hccii 
li'iily siiiil, the pieachcr's position is 
lhal ot a shcplieril, and nol a sheep 
dog. 

It is lo Ic a boon eoinpaniun, al- 
ways lo he found at your houses, or 
lualing in flic stores and on the street 
corners, thus pas-ingihe whole week 
in idlclles^, and having a good time 
niilil Salurday al'leriinoii ur night 
conies, and then hurriedly throw 
together u few seriptnrul piirases, 
come into the pulpit on Subbatli 
morning repeat tliesu and tell you 
how clirislians ought to live and ucl'i' 
.No. Tlie great Tlins. Sliepliclil, w ho 
was an excellent preacher, used to 
say, "Iiml w ill curse that man's labor 
who goes idly up und down all the 
week, and then goes into bis study 
on Sutni'day afternoon. God knows 
that we have not Inn miii li time lo 
pra} ill, In stmly in, In \vei'p in. In 
visit the sick and sorrowing in, und 
to get our hearts Into a fit frame fur 
the duties of the Sabbath and week 
day ineetiiig, hy euiitiuulug thus, 
durin:; all the six shorulays prwi^Mis 
to the Holy Sahholh. And llrooks 
says, of sermons wrillen Saiiudny 
night, "l count this lliu eruwning dis- 
grace of a man's ministry. Not only 
so but il U dislioiiesf, It is Htealiii;^. 
It IS giving but llie last flicker of the 
wick us it sinks iu Its socket to tlione, 
who (sim|ily if wo talk about it as u 
liiiain iul bargain,) have paid fur tliu 
lull light burning at its briglitest. 
It iiki'ubbllig Uud, by htcaliiig Ihe 
time lie has given for labor in His 
caiiM', and devotin;; the same to iillc- 
ness and ea.-e iinlil the lii-t iiinmenl, 
when an entrv is made in Hie Ledger 
cliai';;iiig (iod for tlie whole lime as 
sjieiil in His service. Cuii tlie Oin- 
iiicient (iod be thus deceived ':' mo t 
assumllv not. And yet men houst oi 
it. They lell .voii in how short u 
lime lin y write or prepare their si.'r- 
iiioiis, and when you iieur them 
preai h, there is so little uf instruction 
ami hcnelil, that you only wonder 
that it took litem su long. 

Again then, dear friends, I ask, 
why you have sent for me '/ oh I iliat 
I eiiiild hear ynii all sav w ilh one 
voice, (as 1 know many feel, "Hiul 
yon may Indeed and in truth bo lo ns 
a failhl'iil uiidcr-slieplierd following 
iu the foolslepsof the Great Sliepheril 
who laid down His life for His sheep. " 
"Warning us nf the ilaii;;ers tliat 
hesel IIS on every side, as alsn sci kiii" 
to bring into the fold, those dear ones 
wlio arc wandering heedlessly wilh- 
ont.''

while an iiijiired ami njerted 
fsavior still slaiids at the door of his 
heart and with Uis locks all wet with 
the dew of tlie morning end-eats him 
to admit llim, entreats liim to listen 
to His tender pleadings, (o accept 
Ills olh'is of mercy, to no longer 
despise and treat llim with eonleinpt.

Lynched for Arson. 

l'"i!AMii.iN, Kv.. May J'.l.— .Iciry 
Taylor and Wcs. Hick- |.,\id l^c pi n- 
nliy of death la-l niuht for hnriiin;,' 
I he (hveiliiig-hiiilye and harii of ,las. 
Wlieeler, in lliis county, s.iveral weeks 
ug'). Alioiit Iwo weeks since Taylor 
was suspected of knowing somelhiiijr 
coneernin,' the awful deed, and, in 
order to induce him to freely unbosom 
liiinielf, lie was wailed upon by a 
party of indignant citlzoiis, a rojiu 
placed around his noek, and made to 
talk. IIo related every liitio circn in- 
stance eonncetod with tlie burnings, 
and made it so clear that even the 
most iiiercdnloiis admitted that he 
and Hicks were i,'iiilly. II,- was liiuii 
lihlced ill jail with In^ pal, \\'es. 
Hick.-, to nwail the liiial trial at (he 
next leriii of Ihi' Cin uii Conrl. It 
recently I eaclicd the e.irs of soini! of 
the citizens in Wheeler's vicinity 
that Taylor inleinled denying ail that 
lie had pn'vioiisly staled when he 
wasftgaiii placed on the witness stand. 
This of course, enraged llio eili/.eiis, 
and hence Ihc mob. 

'I'lie mu:ikud men quietly rode into 
(own about 12 o'clock last ulgbt, and 
halted at the jail, dcniaudcd of 
Jailor Blowctt that he open tiio ccll- 
doors of the two men. Ulewctt re- 
fused, but was promptly covered 
with tt number of revolvers and made 
(o unlock the jail. Several men eii- 
li red and onh'ivd lllrl./ haiel- tied 
beliind him, adding that should he 
reshst ill thelea-t he should hc' shot 
down on llie .-|iol,- I licks prayed, and 
and al lij'sl prole-ted his iiimn'cncc, 
but before leaviiii; llie jail acknowl- 
edged thai he liad hiiriied the barn 

Taylor stepped out witli a smile on 
his face, but did not utter a word, 
lie was perfectly cool and made no 
complaint. 

'i'lie mob left town quietly, going 
in llio dirrcUon of the Tennessee line. 
This morning the two incendiaries 
wore found swinging to difl'ercnt 
limbs, about two liundrcd yards 
across tbo KcntueUy line, near Milch- 
oUvilie Station, Tenii.

secure such prominent scats as tliey 
did last Sunday. lustead the trus- 
tees ileeidcd it would be more appro- 
priate to keep them in (he rear, and 
consec|iieiitly they were phieed sever- 
al |KMVs behind thai occupied by (he 
I'residciit s family. Some of the la- 
dies of the Clinrch h anicd before go- 
ing iqi-lairs that llie D.iiiglass elc- 
nicnl ua- present again, and they de- 
clined to altiiid service, althougb 
they were pre-eiil al Sunday-sidiool, 

Talk w ilh some of tlie eoiigroga- 
tinn showed that it was (heir opin- 
ion that Douglass wm attempting to 
enact I he role of a martyr, persecut- 
ed because of his race, whereas the 
reverse was true. lie declared hi!: 
visit last Sunday bad no signiflcanee 
whatever, but* ho simply accommo- 
dated visiting friends by (aking them 
to the I'lesident's < hiireli. Ills pcr- 
sisieiiey in coming again to-day 
showed (liat this was not the reason 
for his attendance. The dissatisfied 
element of the congregation favor 
the setting apart of a number of the 
back pews for colored people, the 
-aine plan being now in o|ieralion al 
the New York Avenue I're-hUeriaii, 
one of the fa-hioiialile churches of 
this city, licsides. il i- a-scrliil thai 
Dr. Siiiiilerlainl is crppo-cd to nii.xing 
the races iiidiM i iminaiele, and t'lom 
the fact thai he did not preach to- 
day liU coiigi-cgatioii say that ought 
to be enough for Douglass, lint he 
will not be warned, and with a per- 
slslcnev worthy of a belter cause in- 
sists upon inlriiiliiig himself ill (be 
church where he knows hc is unwcl- 
eome.

Littell, eoiiiily Judge; .loab 
Clark, circnil clerk ; (iianville I.uw- 
son, county clerk; Jo McCarroil, 
shcriir. Eitiier l^ang Dell m- I'uiil 
Fuller was town inarslial and they 
hud some pretty hard characters t« 
deal with I assure you. Tliere are 
but few men hero now in tlio same 
business they were then. The fol- 
lowing ure the only ones as near us I 
eaii recollect :
